SWEDEN'S DECISION 


STOCKHOLM—Sweden's recent 
de- 


Islon to join the League of Nations, 
'as not reached without opposition In 
arllamftnt. Conservatives fought the 
roposal to Join on the ground that It 
ould mean surrender of the country's 
ndepondance. They declared that aril- 
lea 13 to 17 would compel Sweden to 
ako military measures against any 
power which lha league considered to 


have opened hostilities without due 
cause. 


The army and navy chief* asserted 


that adherence to the Icaguo would not 
contribute to tho country's military or 
political safety; but that It would im- 
pose responsibilities and burdens Cor 
which tho g-uaranLeed support ot the 
league would not compensate. Appre- 
hensions were oxpreHsed that Sweden's 
adhesion would prevent the nation from 
radically decreasing Its military bud- 
get. 


Judgo Hellner, the minister of for- 


eEgn arfalra, who Introduced tho gov- 


ernment's bill, said that the league 
would considerably diminish the risk of 
wars In Europe and the rest of. the 
world. 
Sweden, ho added, would con- 


tinue to maintain a .policy of absolute 
neutrality.

All of Lowell's representatives in the 
owcr branch of the legislature went 
on record yesterday afternoon in favor 
of the bill providing for daylight sav- 


In this state, beginning noxt Sun- 


day. 


The bill passed the house by the 


overwhelming voto of HI lo 3$, and 
was then sent to the senate. It Is con- 
sidered certain to pass the senate, but 
by a comparatively narrow margin. 


Unless it obtains a two-thirds vote 


In the upper branch. It will not become 
effective until ninety days have elapsed, 
which will mean, about the en* of June. 
This probable delay In the effectiveness 
of the act Is due to tho initiative and 
referendum amendment of the constitu- 
tion, which provides that unless a 
measure Is declared by the votes of 
two-thirds of tho members present and 
voting to be an "emergency measure," 
It cannot go into effect until ninety 
days have elapsed. 


The pending bill contains a provision 


making it an emergency measure, reari- 
ng as follows: "Whereas, It Is deslr- 
ble that tho benefits of this act may 
e enjoyed during tho present year, 
hcrcforc the same Is hereby declared 


be an emergency law, necessary for 


10 immediate preservation of the pub- 
c convenience." 
Tho house Is certain to adopt thia 
atement hy tho necessary two-thirds 
ote, but unless the senate adopts It 


, similar manner, as now seems 


nllkoly. the bill cannot take effect be- 
ore the end of June, and its operation 
will bo postponed until next year If the 
armers can obtain signatures enough 
o cause It to bo placed upon the ballot 
t the state election.
